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orget those lame 
sparklers on the Fourth— 
the biggest fireworks show this 
July will be in outer space. 
Around July 21, a cluster of 21 
comets will smash into Jupiter at 
40 miles per second, generating 
a force that’s 10,000 times the 
power of all the Earth’s nuclear 
weapons. | 
Jupiter is basically a giant ball 
of gases that gets thicker near 
the center. Scientists think that : 
the comets will begin to burn 
up as they enter the planet’s 
atmosphere. As the comets : 
travel into the thicker part of the 
oe thei explosive : 


erupt from hipiter s surface. 


The comets range from one 
mile to two-and- a-half miles 
across, but Jupiter is huge—more 
than 1,000 Earths could fit 
inside—so the explosions won’t 
damage the planet, says 
astronomer Paul Chodas of the 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory in 
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- Pasadena, California. 

“The collision will be like a 
little swarm of flies hitting a 
car windshield,” Dr. Chodas 
says. “The flies will be 
destroyed, but the car will 
never notice. And there won't 
be any fireballs rolling across 
the solar system or anything 
like that.” 

The comets will hit Jupiter 
on the side facing away from 
Earth, so the collision won’t 
be visible. But with a good 
telescope and a lot of luck, you 
may see Jupiter’s moons get 
brighter from the reflection of 
the explosions. 

Astronomers, who have 
been tracking the comets fora 
year, will study the collision so 


they'll know what to expect if 
a comet ever hits Earth. (This 
could be a big deal: Scientists 
think that a comet about three 
miles across hit Earth 65 
million years ago, wiping out 
the dinosaurs.) 

“Every 100,000 years, a 
comet or asteroid half a mile 
in size or larger hits the Earth,” 
Dr. Chodas says. “Right now, 
we’re tracking about 100 
asteroids and comets near 
Earth, but none are on a 
collision course with us. It’s 
not something we should lose 
sleep over.” 

But astronomers will gladly 
lose some sleep this July as 
they keep their eyes on the sky 
near Jupiter.
